Samples were taken and the chemist of 
the Health Department reported the 
stuff to be “ an alum powder,” which 
analysis showed lobe composed chiefly 
of alum and pulverized rock. 
The powder was declared to be dan­ 
gerous to health, aud several thous­ 
and pounds were carted to the offal 
dock and destroyed. 
It is unsafe to experiment with these 
so-called “ cheap” articles of food. 
They are sure to be made from alum, 
rock, or other injurious matter.

ical, because they go farther in use and 
are healthful beyond question.

Som ething About This W orld Fam ous OIS 
E nglish Church. 
I 
The architecture of W estm inster ab­ 
bey dates back to a remote period, but 
long before any part of the present 
''glorious pile” was in existence a Sax­ 
on church stood upon the same spot 
Many years before tile conquest th# 
Saxon church was connected w ith a 
monastic body of the Benedictine order, 
which gave the name W estern monas­ 
tery, or W estminster, to its place of 
abode, to distinguish it from S t P aul’s, 
in London, which was known aa East 
Minster. 
Considered architecturally, the Arn 
church here of which we have any an 
thcntic history was erected by Edward 
the Confessor and consecrated on Holy 
Innocents’ day, 1065.

The designs of eastern rugs are often 
the spontaneous outcome of the fancy 
of the weaver. 
Sometimes they are 
bandi d down from one generation to 
another, in some cases young girls lire 
taught the design by an adult, wha 
marks It In the sand. At other times a 
draw ing of the rug Is made on paper, 
the Instructor showing her pupils the 
arrangem ent of every thread and the 
color to be used. W hen all this has 
been done, the pupils must make the 
rug without looking at the drawing. 
Persian rugs excel those -of other 
countries in artistic design as well as 
in harmonious coloring. The Persians 
seem to have a natural Intuition in tilt 
use and blending of different shades, 
and in the designs that contain these 
certain culm s they achieve the happiest 
results, 
it is really wonderful what 
exquisite fabrics these people, born 
aud reared in ignorance and poverty, 
produce. 
The designs in Persian rugs are gen 
erally Horal, and In some districts, es­ 
pecially Pars. the women w eavers in­ 
vent the designs, varying them every 
two or three years. The Mohammedan 
religion does not allow any direct rep­ 
resentation of animal forms, conse­ 
quently rugs woven under its influence 
take floral, geometric and vegetable 
forms. 
Th# Shish seen of Moslems, 
however, numbering about 15,000,000, 
of whom 8,000,000 are Persians, do not 
regard representations of animals as 
unlawful. By the industry of this sect 
and th at of Infidels and of all who dis 
regard the law of the Koran animal 
! forms are seen on some Persian rugs. 
The prayer rug was evidently Invent­ 
ed for the purpose of providing the 
worshipers with one absolutely clean 
place on which to offer prayers. 
It is 
not lawful for a Moslem to pray on any 
place not perfectly clean, and unless 
each one has his own special rug be is 
not certain that the spot has not been 
polluted. W ith regard to the purity of 
the place of prayer Mohammedans are 
specially careful when making their 
pilgrimages, the rugs which they take 
with them having been preserved from 
pollution by being rolled up until the 
Journey is begun or until the hour for 
prayer arrives. 
It does not m atter to 
these followers of Mohammed how 
unclean a rug that Is on the floor may 
be, because over it they place the pray* 
cr rug when their devotions begin. 
The Turkish rugs made at Sivas a n 
always woven of wool, and nlrnost ev­ 
ery ham let carries on the industry o( 
weaving in the homes. 
There are no 
factories, the young girls and women 
doing the work here as In other parts 
of Turkey. 
Sivas rugs are in most 
cases small, measuring about eight by 
four feet, but in these years larger and 
more attractive m gs are being made. 
Even the poorest families have fine 
rugs, for they regard them as valuable 
property, to be sold only under th# 
pressure of great extrem ity. The wear 
ere are so frugal in their m anner of 
living th at their daily earning of 15 to 
19 cents Is sufficient to supply their 
wants.

horses, also of brouze, In the Church 
of St. John and St. Paul, and quite a 
number of plaster and m arble in the 
different public buildings, m aking alto­ 
gether at least fifteen or sixteen. Rus­ 
kin aud other competent critics have 
declared the statue of Colleone to be 
the best equestrian m onum ent ever 
cast in bronze. 
It was designed and 
cast by Andrea Verrocchio, painter, 
sculptor, jeweler, engraver, poet and 
musician, a man of infinite genius, 
whose greatest fame lies In the fact 
th at he w as the Instructor of the great­ 
est artists of all centuries-M ichael j 
Angelo, Raphael and Leonardo da V in-j 
cl. The statue of Victor Em m anuel is j 
not so highly thought of. 
The horses on the top of St. M ark’s j 
are fam ous and have had a trying ex­ 
perience. They date back to the pre- j 
historic age and are supposed to be the 
work of a Greek artist named Lyssip- 
pus and designed for a sculptured char­ 
iot. They were taken to Rome during 
the empire and first used as ornam ents 
upon a trium phal arch erected by Neroj 
and afterw ard by T rajan. 
The Em­ 
peror Constantine took 
them 
from 
Rome to Constantinople, w here the 
Doge Bnndolo seized them as loot and 
brought them to Venice. 
W hen Napo­ 
leon entered the city in 1797, he had

It ••mil til ion * o f C « n * o r» , 
Andrew Johnson was the only presi­ 
dent of tho United States ever Im­ 
peached, and on the trial before the 
senate he was acquitted, the vote In 
favor of conviction barely falling short 
of the necessary two Thirds. 
Two resolutions of censure on the 
president have been passed, once by 
the senate aud once by the house, on 
occasions when the hostile majority 
was not large enough cither to pass 
measures over the president’s veto or 
to impeach him. 
The first was passed by tile senate on 
March 28, 1854, censuring President 
Andrew Jackson for alleged violation 
of the constitution and laws by his re­ 
moval of the government deposits from 
the United States bank. The majority 
of the senate was opposed to Jackson 
in his war upou that bauk, and this 
vote of censure was the only thing j 
they c#uid do about It. 
Jackson pro­ 
tested against this resolution as a 
charge to answer which no opportunity 
could be afforded him. 
The senute re­ 
fused to receive the protest. 
Finally, 
on Jan. IO, 1837. the resolution of cen­ 
sure was expunged froui the join mil 
of the senate, 
The second resolution of censure was 
In a report adopted by the house from 
the house committee to which Presi­ 
dent John Tyler’s message vetoing Ihe 
tariff bill of 1842 uad been referred. 
This report censured the president for 
alleged Improper use of the veto power. 
Tyler protested against this, as Jack­ 
son had done before him, hut be had, 
as a member of Hic senate, voted 
against receiving Jackson’s 
protest, 
and in answer to his protest the house 
sent him a copy of the senate resol ii 
Hon ou the former occasion.
